The  brown  recluse  spider  is  widely 
distributed  in  the  United  States,  and 
is  commonly  found  around  homes  and 
farm  buildings.  It  is  most  widely  dis- 
tributed in  the  Southern  and  Central 
States.  A  bite  by  this  spider  is  usually 
followed  by  intense  pain.  This  bulletin 
tells  the  person  who  has  been  bitten 
what  to  do  immediately  after  the  bite 
and  what  the  treatment  usually  is 
thereafter.  The  final  section  discusses 
the  most  effectve  method  of  control  of 
this  spider.
